1 . THE DEPARTMENT CONTINUES TO BELIEVE THAT THE INITIAL 
US POSITION IN THE BONN GROUP SHOULD BE THAT THE NPT AS A 
WHOLE CAN APPROPRIATELY BE EXTENDED TO BERLIN, IF ACCOM 
PANIED BY AN ALLIED BK/ L ALONG THE LINES SUGGESTED IN PARA 
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4, REFTEL B. THIS KIND OF BK/ L WOULD IN OUR IUDGMENT MAKE 
IT POSSIBLE FOR THE THREE POWERS TO COUNTER ANY LIKELY 
FUTURE SOVIET ASSERTION THAT UE HAD GRANTED THE FRG ANY 
NEW OR SPECIFIC SECURITY RESPONSIBILITIES FOR WEST 
BERLIN WHILE AVOIDING A CONFLICT WITH THE FRG. WE AGREE 
WITH USBER ( REFTEL A) AT THE SAME TIME THAT LIMITING THE
